RULES    FOR    THE     GOVERNMENT    OF    THE 

INSTITUTE     OF     PUBLIC     HEALTH 

AND  PREVENTIVE  MEDICINE. 

I— Thi-  institution  shall  In-  i.tllid  tlii'  Inslilute 
ol   I'tiblii   Ili-alth  ,111(1   rrf\tMti\i-  Midiiinc, 

II.— Its  main  puriio-c  ^li.ill  In.  ihc  iiiaintinamo 
of  pnlilic  luallli.  anil  tlu-  aiU  amiinint  ol  siuniilic 
!lrl■^^•nli^  I-  iiKtlioils  against  (lisi-asc. 

III.— It  shall  tH.'  larried  on  in  lonniilion  k\  ith 
the  Western  I'nisessity  ;  and  in  to  ()])irati()n  with 
the  several  fatuities  of  that  institution,  for  niuttial 
aid  and  .id\  aiKeiiien;  ;  but  iiii:re  direitlv  in  c()-oi>er- 
atioii  with  the  Faculty  of  Meilitine  of  Jie  Univer- 
sity. 

IV.-  The  edu' atioii.ii  hranib  (.>f  the  Institute 
shall  inilude  iiislruttion  to  the  niedieal  health  otli- 
lers  of  the  Province,  both  intra  and  twlrn  mural  ; 
and  shall  also  include  a  course  of  studies  leadir.w  to 
a  certilicate  of  (jualilication  for  the  ollice  of  medical 
laalth  ollicer,  or  to  a  diploma  ;  as  well  as  a  course 
leading  to  the  decree  of  doctor  of  puhli:  health  ; 
each  of  the  Western  Universitv 

v.— It  shall  also  include  analyses  for  public 
[mrposcs  ;  and,  in  case  of  need,  the  Pasteur  treat- 
ment for  rabies.

VIII  —The  liuildinjf,  heretofore  called  the  Hy- 
gienic Institute,  shall  l)e  used  for  such  pur]K)ses 

IX.— The  institution  shall  he  governed  li\  a 
fio.ird  of  Directors,  comprising:  (i)  ilie  Chan- 
cellor of  till-  Western  University,  (2)  the  Chairman 
of  the  Hoard  of  Hosjutal  Trustees  of  the  City  of 
London,  (3)  four  directors  to  be  appointed  annually 
by  the  Hoard  of  (iovernors  of  the  Western  UniAer- 
sitv,  and  (4)  six  directors  to  lie  appointed  in  like 
manner  by  the  Kacultv  of  Medicine  1  i  the  Western 
University  ,  and  each  director  shall  hold  other  until 
a  successor  shall  be  appointed. 

X— Five  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  a 
{(uorum  ;  and  each  member  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote  ;  in  case  of  an  e^uali'v  of  votes  the  reso- 
lution or  motion  shall  fail 

XI.— The   Board  shall  appoint  one  of  its  mem- 
bers to  be  its  Chairman,  and  another  lo  be  its  Vice 
Chairman        Tht-  Vice-Ch.iirman,  in  all  things,  shall 
■'♦  as  chairman  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman. 

XII.— The  Board  shall  also  appoint  a  Secretary, 
A-ho  mav  be  one  of  its  members. 

XIII  —The  Board  shall  meet  once  a  month  except 
in  the  months  of  .luly  and  August  for  the  trans- 
action of  all  its  {general  btisiness,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Board  mav.  from  time  to  time,  ap- 
])oint  ;  special  meetings,  for  any  special  or  urgent 
purpose,  mav  be  held,  on  reasonable  notice,  at  such 
time  and  jilace  as  the  Chairman  may  appoint  ;,  and 
such  a  meeting  shall  be  so  held  upon  the  written 
request  of  any  three  members  of  the  Board 


XIV  —No  mitntier  of  .he  Hoard  shall  have  any 
kinfl  of  money  interest  m  the  institution,  or  in  any 
of  it<4  atl  ' 's  or  busine«ji  ;  such  an  interest  shall  dis- 
qualify 

X\*  — The  institution  shall  lie  under  the  direct 
control  and  nianagenient  of  un  otFicer,  to  be  •  ■>llv.l  its 
CI  1  Directc  r  to  be  a|ipointe(l  by  the  P  .  before 
any  but  preliminary  steps  are  taken  fo  >;  mg  the 
institution  in  oiM-ration.  He  shall  also  «.lic  Chief 
lvxeititi\e  Officer  ^^MPMMMiMntaaMteaiiiHHaa* 

XV'I  — The  Hoard  shall  appoint  and  employ 
such  other  oHiiers  and  servanis  as  mav  seem  to  it 
to  be  necessary  and  proper,  and  shall  prescribe  the 
duties  and  fix  the  remuneration  of  all  the  paid  olli- 
cers  and  servants  of  the  institution;  but  no  otbcer 
or  servant  shall  be  ap{)ointed  or  employed  excejit 
on  the  nomination  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
Chief  Director. 

XVI  I— The  Board  shall  appoint  a  bursar, 
through  whose  ha  's  all  the  moneys  of  the 
institution    shall    p  and    who    shall    be    direct- 

ly accountable  for  em.  Refore  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  oflice  he  shall  be  required  to 
give  ample  security  for  the  due  ])crformance  of  all 
of  his  duties,  including  the  due  accounting  for  all 
such  moneys. 

XVIII  —As  far  as  shall  be  practicable,  all 
moneys  shall  l)e  paid,  both  in  and  out,  by  cheque. 

XI.X.— A  banking  account  shall  be  forthwith 
opened  with  some  bank  of  high  standing  in  London: 
and  all  moneys  received  shall,  on  the  day  of  ihetr 
receipt  if  possible,  and  if  not  on  the  next  following 
daw  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of   the   institution   in 


such  banking  account.  All  cheques  payable  to  the  in- 
stitution shall  be  endorsed  for  deposit  to  the  credit 
of  such  account  only,  and  may  be  so  endorsed  by  the 
Bursar,  or  by  the  Chief  Director  or  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board. 

XX.  —  All  payments  out  shall  Vie  made  by 
cheque,  signed  by  the  Bursar,  or  by  some  other 
person  apjiointcd  temporarily,  bv  the  Board,  to  act 
in  his  stead  ;  and  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Bo^rii.i.Jmi_ilO- payment  out  shall 
Ui^nademiUltumiorise(M)i^ni^"inancjj|JC^^ 
tee  hereinafter  mentioned. 

XXI. — The  Board  shall  apiKjint  a  committee  of 
at  least  three  of  its  members  as  its  Financial  Com- 
mittee ;  which  committee  shall  have  the  charge  and 
oversight  of  all  tli'  finances  of  the  institution,  and 
shall  examine  and  i)assupon  all  accounts  and  claims 
and  authorize  paN'ment  of  them  before  any  payment 
shall  be  made. 

XXII.— Thiscommittecshall  cauAe  a  monthly  audit 
to  be  made,  and  shall,  monthly,  make  investigation 
of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  institution;  and  shall 
at  least  as  often  as  once  in  every  three  months  pre- 
sent to  the  Board  a  statement  of  such  affairs,  which 
shall  forthwith,  after  being  so  T'risinted.  be  exam- 
ined and  considered  bv  the  Board. 

XXIII. — The  Board  mav  also  appoint  such  other 
committees  as  it  mav  deem  necpssarv  for  tl  o  better 
performance  of  its  duties  :  such  committees  to  be 
composed  of  at  least  three  of  its  members  ;  their 
duties  shall  be  such  ;'s  the  Board,  having  power  to 
delegate.  sh.Tll  from  time  to  time  ])res(-ribe, 

XXIV.— The  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  be,  by 
virtue  of  his  office.  ;i  inembcr  of  all  committees,  but 
shall  not  be  counted  in  the  minimum  number  to  be 
appointed  bv  the  Board 
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
